Impairing Canadian Credit 


The Philadelphia Enquirer begins a 
very blunt editorial with these words: 

“When is Canada going to clamp down 
on the gold mine swindlers who are pick- 
ing our people’s pockets to the tune of a 
million dollars a week?” 

This pertinent query prefaces a demand 
that Canada and the province of Ontario 
take definite steps to stop the sale of 
worthless Canadian mining stock in the 
United States 

This is only one of many protests of 
the kind that have appeared in newspapers 
from one end of the United States to the 
other 

One remedial proposal is that an extra- 
dition treaty be arranged between the 
United States and Canada so that the 
Americ.n authorities could reach into Can- 
ada to punish those guilty of swindling 
offences on American territory. The Amer- 
ican senate ratified such a treaty three 
years ago. But Canada has so far failed to 
act. The reason given is that the treaty in 
its present form is too drastic. 

But extradition is only one approach tc 
the evil of the situation. Certainly it would 
be better to deal with the iniquity at its 
source. In this respect the Drew govern- 
ment of Ontario has been unduly dilatory 
in taking vigorous steps to deal with 
fraudulent promotions

No matter how odd a child's be- 

havior seems to the parent, it 
really is never unique.

WASHINGTON, July 23.—(AP)- 
The story of American financial 
deals which built up Germany be- 
tween wars and hints that some Am- 
erican tycoons backed Hitler in 1930 
were released by the state depart- 
ment yesterday 

The department, following its 
usual custom of publishing state 
papers after 15 years, put out 2,000 
pages of documents on American 
foreign relations in 1930 

The chapter on Germany gives 
considerable attention to Hitler, 
then clutching for power, It also 
shows that American policy 
worked closely with Wall Street 
financiers, anxious to float loans 
for troubled, unstable Germany. 

The American charge d'affaires 
in Berlin wrote State Secretary 
Stimson that he had heard “certain 
American financial interests” were 
actively backing Hitler and his 
Nazis as a means of combating trend 
toward Socialism in Germany 


George A. Gordon, the charge 
daffaires, also said that “Hitler re- 
ceived very substantial financial 


support from certain large industri- 


al interests.”
